I beg leave to submit my annual repoii of the 
Charity Hospital. Von will find annexed the reports of the 
House Surgeon, Finauce and House Committees, together with 
i in- reports of the special departments, which embrace the entire 
working movement of Ihis institution for tin- past year. 

Willi the exception i>r a rather virulent form of lit*' grippe, 
we have been exempt from any epidemic forms of diseases. 

Yon will uote, bj reference to the annexed tabulated state 
me.iits of the House Burgeon, an unusual variety and range of 
diseases iu the medical, as well as in thesnrgioal department. 
In the latter department, tin- great advance and improvements 
in modern surgery bave obtained most favorable results, and 
operations which were formerly considered as hazardous and 
hopeless are now most successfully performed. 

To the consummate skill and ability of our House Surgeon, 
Assistant House Surgeon and members of the -tall, we 

are indebted for the successful results, and some of thesurj 
cases have acquired national reputation. 

Improvements which have been judiciously and carefullj 
made bj suitable committees during the year have added greatl)

in the convenience and improved tfoe hygienic condition ol 
Hospital, i in- mosl prominent ofwhich consists of the erecl ton of an 

additional story in the building known as the " Ai x of 1884," 

which is Kid feel long bj a depth of i><) feet; constructed for the 
use i>f mil- Trained Nurses, as donnitorj and sleeping quarters. 

There are five doable ami eight single sleeping r >. a lecture 

room, dining and sitting rooms, library ami improved closets, 
together with all modem improvements. The construction of 
this bnilding lias been made in accordance with tin 1 most im- 
proved methods as i<> ventilation ami tight, with tin- view of 
making these quarters as pleasant and attractive as possible, as 
;ui <\ idence to the Trained Nurses of our earnest desire in prop 
erly rare anil provide lor their comfort and well being. 

It is intended to arrange the roof of this building as a place 
ofresorl for invalid children, thus affording a much-needed aid 
in their Farther recovery. The roof is Hat. and has a high para- 
llel wall around il. and will be -further protected bj iron wire 
screens, h contains an area of 9600 superficial square Feet, and. 
as a roof garden, will be a most valuable adjunct to thiRinsti 
Mil ina. 

Many other improvements have been made, ofwhich one 
of great atilitj is the apparatus for sterilizing water and materials 
used in surgical operations, and also for such other purposes as 
thej ma\ u* needed. 

'Tin- Training School for Nurses i* now in full ami successful 
operation, with a regular course "i studies, lectures and demon- 
stration, and under the instruction of -.nine i>f the most emiuenl 
members of the medical profession. A high standard has been 
established Eroni the star! of ihis organization in all its branches. 
We have applicants of the most excellenl kind for all vacancies 
whieh ina\ occur, and will have no difficult) in maintaining the 
lull number of our Nurses. 

Ii has heei i the aim and purpose of the administration, in the 
organization of ihis importanl branch, to make slow, but mt\ 
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sine progress, and to construct a good foundation which will en 
dare for all time. 

Of the many duties devoh tug apon this administration, there 
is none of graver importance to bhe Hospital, as well as to the 

people of the State, than the successful development of our 8el I 

for Trained Nurses, by which the Hospital and people are pro 
videil with skilled assistance to aid the medical man in the re 
sponsible duties of bis practice. 

I desire especiallj to commend i in- excellenl service rendered 
ii\ the Superintendent of Nurses.^* 

A itc-i- :i \ i-n long and, we trust, careful consideration of the 
selection ofthe proper hospital bedstead, the committee in charge 
have ordered the construction of 100 bedsteads of an approved 
pattern, and, after a proper, practical test of them, will, if fonnd 
satisfactory, order 800 more. M ni-h time and care have been given 
by tin* committee to the select ton of these bedsteads, and ii is hoped 
thai they will be of a satisfactory kind. 

It is further proposed i<> introduce, li\ degrees, over the en- 
tire Hospital, Iron hospital furniture and equipmentsof a suitable 
and proper kind, as experience teaches, in hospitals, ilmt siu-li con 
<ln iui is are altsolutelj and essentially necessary, thus giving mate 
rial aid to our medical staff in combating diseases amongst our 
unfortunate sick. 

Our present amphitheatre was constructed manj years ago, 

when the preseut aiethods now in use h [©rn surgery were 

unknown, and the necessities of the present time require such 
changes being made as will aid and keep up with the great work 
of our surgeons, wifchon! which their efforts will be fruitless, foi 
modern surgery demands all the mosl improved conditions aud 
Rntineptit' appliances, and liumanity and the wants of our suffer 
jng patient- loudlj appeal i" usto supply these wants. 

I would advise therefore, thai a! an earlj dale a suitable 
comuiittee be appointed, with instructions, after proper and i 
lu I examination, to erect a new and modern surgical amgihiiHc 
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aire in the place of the present one, and to embrace the most im 
proved appliances and equipments. Such a committee would 
have naturally to make an examination and careful study of the 
entire subject. Our means will not enable as to compete in the 
liberal expenditures made elsewhere, but we will be enabled, 
however, with the means at our command, in erect a suitable 
building, combining all the moat essential requirements. 

The members of the surgical staff should be ou this commit- 
tee, as best acquainted with the needs of such an institution; and, 
in conclusion, I \*-j. to urge, as essentiallj proper in carrying 
out the lii^h irnsi confided to as, that this committee l>r ap 
pointed ;it us earlj a date as praci ieable. 

I again desire i" arge i lie importance i>r reliev in$* our already 
overcrowded wards of ;d1 diseases of a contagious or infectious 
character, and to urge fchegreal necessity and grave responsibility 

that exists for tl nstructi I a separate building for jsnch 

diseases. The capacity of all our wards is overtaxed to such -,i 
degree that we bave nightly i<> place ;i large number of the sick 
on the floors, h will be readily anderstood thai such a condi- 
tion iscontrarj to the laws of hygiene, and demands an imniedi 
ate remedy. With a view, therefore, to the construction of this 
building, we have carefully husbanded our resources, and have 
sufficient funds on hand for its erection, bnt tack the necessary 
span- or ground, and earnestly recommend that the State take 

such action as will furnish ns at once with i In- -essar,! space 

contiguous to this Hospital, Pur its construction. 

The Ambulance Service has continued to maintain iis past 
high efficiency, ami h> render very material assistance. 

Members of the visiting medical staff have rendered end 
m-iit services gratuitously, and we beg to bender to them out 
sincere thanks and high appreciation of their valuable services. 

1 beg leave to make mention of our high appreciation of the 
valued and skilled services of our House Surgeon, as also of the 
Assistant House Surgeon, and the Medical Staff and Students. The 
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onerous and gravelj responsible duties devolving upon them 
nave, ,w all times, been performed in a mosl admirable manner. 
To our devoted and self-sacrificing Sisters of Charity, Foi 
their silent, never ceasing and untiring performance of their du- 
ties, we are mosl profound!] grateful. 

The duties incumbent apon the offleers of this institution, 
the Secretary and Treasurer, the Chief Engineer and Clerk have 
been most satisfactorily performed. 

I desire to acknowledge the admirable work of the various 
committees, who, by jndiciousand economic measures, have no1 
onlj been able to keep within onr resources, bul by earefn] and 
conservative management, to sel aside the aecessarj funds for 
the erection of the contemplated buildings, their earnesl desire 
■•: to save the State from anj extra expenditure for these ab 
solutely needed constructions, and which are bo essentially neces 
sarj to the proper administration of this important and extensive 
itisi itution. 

[n this annual reporl (lie Finance Committee declared the 
financial affairs of the institntion to-be in a satisfactory condi- 
tional the close of the year. The rush surplus had accumu- 
lated principally from legacies, added in advanced payments by 
bhe State on the lasl quarter of 1893. The income for there 
rnainder of the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1894, will be in 
adequate for the regular expenditures and will canse a rednctiou 
of the surplus now reported. Such of the surplus as remains 
will enable ilu- Board to carry oul tin- works of inrprovemen! 
entered upon and contemplated in the near I'mim*.

Gentlemen — The records of the Medical Department of the 
Hospital, briefly summarizing the workoi'tlu* year, are herewith 
respect folly submitted: 

At tin- last :mnit;il report, 713 patients remained under treat- 
ment; during the year S330 nem patients were admitted, making 
h total of i»it;i imnatee treated; white, 5670; colored. :;■>?.';. The 
dailj average of patients daring tin- year was (J05. 

For statistical details we beg !<■ refer to the report of the 
Clerk, compiled with perfect precision and containing all the 
tableaux required by the statutes, ami to the annual report 
the special departments, all herewith presented. 

The number of admissions, which has gradually increased 
since 1837, is the largest since I8t>(i, The prevalence of I. a 
Grippe accounts, in part, for this increase, while much of it i s 
line in i lie extending repntat ion of i his charity and I he increasing 
facilities forgiving medical relief to the poor 

There lias been an increase in the number of patients treated 
in all the special departments. In the Maternilx Department 
children were born, which is the largest nmnlier ever reported. 
There were 22i» children under 10 years of age admitted during 
the year. We respectfully recominend that the children's wards 
be supplied with improved orthopedic apparatus, and such spe- 
cial appliances as roaj add to the comfort of sick children, <>i- 
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improve the means for treating tin- crippled and deformed. The 
cost for converting the top of tin- Annex into a roof-garden oi 
playground for children would 1m- inconsiderable compared with 
the benefits in be derived. 

In the Department of Nervous Diseases t li.- service would be 
unproved in other facilities for lifting and handling patients and 
providing better unguis for their recreation. 

In the Outdoor Clinics 21,205 cases wen- treated, and to 
them (50,909 consultations were given. In addition should be 
added 2055 cases of minor surgery, attended, out of clinic hours, 
in theSurgical Amphitheatre. The new Clinic Buildings continue 
in meet the demands of the Outdoor Department, offering faoili 
ii<-s in their various divisions for' the ta-eatnienl of all diseases, 
medical, surgical and special, occurring in men, women andchil- 
dren, while and colored. 

The efficiency of the Ambulance Service has been well main 
taineil during the year. The corps responded i>> L466 calls, tabu- 
lated in the subjoined report, which Bhowstbe practical useful 
ness of this armof the Medical Department The springbeds in 
all i he ambulances > 1 1 mi ] « l be renewed and improved. No means 
should !»■ spared in keeping this aepartmenl in a state of perfect 
equipment. 

Tin- Hospital Pharmacy has been thoroughly renovated dur- 
ing the year; new bottles and jars have been supplied, and the 
system of labeling ward prescriptions has been simplified and 
improved. 

Tin- Charity Hospital Training Scliool is now permanently 
organized and in operation. To tin- gentlemen composing the 
Corps el' Instructors m-t connected with tin- Resident Staff, thanks 
are due for their earuesl co-operation. The successful organism 
linn of tin- school is due, iii very greal measure, to the competence 
and /e;ii ..i' .Miss Agnes O'Donnell, tin- Saperintendenl of Norses. 
The nurses arc domiciled in the Annex, in the additional ston 
added for their use, but it musi be known thai fcnisTsonly a fcem- 
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porarj pto% irion. Suitftbleaccoinmodations ca Ij be provided 

in a separate honie for the nurses. 

We have taken the liberty of authorizing the purchase of 
such apparatus and material as may be necessary in the emirs 
instruction for the nurses; for instance, a microscope and attach- 
ments, appliances foraaalysis in medical chemistry, apothecary's 
scales, .1 cabinel of materia medica, etc. This Training School 
should be fostered and encouraged in everj possible way. 

'The trained nurses are engaged at present only in the Female 
Department It is contemplated by Sister Agnes, as earlj 
practicable, to introduce trained nurses in all the wards of the 
Hospital In this connection the adi isabilitj of a Training School 
for Male Nurses is being carefull;) considered.^ 

Since the recenl munificent donations in Tin- Hospital, the 
waj us now clearer for certain improvements which have been so 
long contemplated tf yon will allow the expression of the 
thought, we respectfully urge thai it was clearly l he purpose <>i 
these benefactors to furnish the means of enhancing the facilities 
for charitable work and not for the purpose of replacing legi 
fcive appropriations.
